As chairman of the Senate Traffic 
Court Committee, 1 feel that the stu- 
dents should be Informed of all tii.

Student Traffic Coun. 

The letter written by Sen. Dale 
opposing the Traffic Coun bill 
("Flambeau'Oct 'ber 25) was erron- 
eous as it was n it properly re- 
searched and left jut many impor- 
tant facts. 

The Student Traffic Court is de- 
fimct because of the action taken by 
the Board of Regents, University ad- 
ministration, municipal court and 
the University Security department. 
The purpose of my committee was 
to study and present to the Senate 
the reasons for this action. 

The Student Traffic Coun Is In 
direct com'lict with the Constitution 
and Statutes of the State of Florida. 
There is no pr visi n f r the ex- 
istence of a c urt under the mun- 
ic^>al curt. The Student Traffic 
Court Droke d .wn the court system 
of the State of Florida. 

The municipal coun has juris- 
diction of the campus traffic and 
streets by Florida Statutes 239.53- 
239.58. 

The question has arisen that if 
the municipal Coun has jurisdiction, 
why shouldn't they provide protect- 
ion by the city police? The Univer- 
sity is provided with money through 
a budget by the State, for the estab- 
lishment and operation of a security 
dept. Why should the University 
give this up? The security dept.

Year-Round OperationzTwo Meani 



The definition of year-round oper- 
ation in the Sute universities dwells 
in a "written" statement and an 
"understood" policy of the 1962 
Legislature. 

The Uulverslty President s Council 
goes by the "written" lau which 
says "each university in the State 
university system shall operate m 
a year-round calendar" and that 
"year-round 'peration shall be de- 
fined as n'>t less than 210 days 
(42 weeks) of instruction per calen- 
dar year, exclusive if registration 
periods, holidays and final examin- 
ation sessions. ' 

Those supporting either the tri- 
mester r quarter system contend 
that the legislation meant more than 
just a matter of how long buildings 
are used. 

Tom Adams, sec. of state, in ex- 
pressing his opinion said, "It is 
even more importantly a matter of 
equal academic opportunity on a 
year-round basis for the many young 
men and women who desire the op- 
ponunity and who are clamoring for 
admission to our colleges and uni- 
versities. 

Another basic question which 
arises from the varying plans in- 
cludes the Christmas vacation. 
Under the present trimester or 
quarter system, the term would end 
before Christmas. 

Therefore, the student would have 
no exam worries and if he wanted to 
work for one term, he could begin 
during the Christmas rush and con- 
tinue through the spring, said FSU 
President John Champion. 

The proposed 17-week plan has a 
calendar that extends three wetdcs 
beyond Christmas vacation with 
finals given in the last week of Jan- 
uary. 

This would provide students and 



teachers the opportunity to finish 
papers, conduct further research, 
catch up in certain courses and still 
have ttiree weeks before final exams* 
said Dr. E>elosDeTar. DeTar headed 
the ad hoc committee which sub- 
mitted the 17-week plan from FSU 
to the President's Council. 

A second calendar question re- 
V Ives ar ,und teachers who return 
to further their educatlun. Florida 
secondary teachers are under con- 
tract from Aug. 15 to June 15, there- 
by leaving a sh r; ; en d f 'r vaca- 
ti jn, individual research andfurther 
advancement in education. 

Dean Charles Rovetta of theSchool 
of Business p •Inted "Utthat lOyears 
ago a BA degree consumated ne's 
learning ability. 

However, in today's advancing age, 
one's learning is a continual lifelong 
process, he said. Today if one 
doesn't continue to learn, tie will 
become obsolete within five years 
of his graduation. Therefore, con- 
tinued Rovetta, universities must 
not only educate, but Indoctrtaiate 



Need For School Tax Increme Basic Issue 



To the Editor: 

1 wonder how many people realize 
the importance of today's Leon 
County Scho 1 MiUage Election? 
Every tw^ years, all registered 
voters who luve paid 1964 or 196S 
county taxes on real or personal 
property vote to levy taxes to cover 
operating expenses of the Leon 
County Public School System. 

The basic issue In this election is 
to determine the need of raising the 
taxes, If so, how much, in order to 
allocate enough funds to remedy the 
present situation which may lead to a 
loss of accreditation. 

It doesn't take too much research 
t find ur that s imethlng should be 
done, through this election. 

For a little backgr und, the nly 
source of local supp rt permitted 
by the Florida Constitution is by 
taxing real property (ad valorem 
taxes). The Scho .l Board may levy 
not less than three, and not more 
than 10 mills, on each dollar ctf non- 
exempt assessed value. 

Every otheryearthe taxpayers vote 
to levy up to 10 additional mills 
for the following two years, which, 
when combined with those levied by 
the School Board, comprise the total 
local revenue for the Leon County 



School System. 

Last year, LeonCounty ranked 60th 
(out of 67 counties) in expenditure 
per pupil, 62nd in pay of beginning 
teachers and 66th In the average 
annual salary paid to classroom 
teachers. On the other hand, Leon 
County ranked third in effective 
buyij^ Income per h useho Id in 1963. 

Also last year, Leon County was 
first In the state having the greatest 
number of teachers with Master'^.. 
Degrees and above, and ranked 
fourth in the number if graduates ' 
going on to col.ege. But these ex- 
perienced teachers are leaving, and 



more beginners are taking their 
places. 

Why? — Maybe because this year's 
average salary is $1,200 less than 
the state average and across the 
board raises of $100 to $200 couldn't 
compare with the state average of 
$340-$400. 

The responslblliry of providing 
competent public education and rem- 
edying the present situation Ues 
heavily with Leon County voters to- 
day. It seems quite apparent to me 
that a v te f r the full 10 mills 
w juld be most effective.

From there 
tiiey are distributed throughout the 
country. One staff sargeant's wife 
rqwrted her husband writing of 
a fellow soldier who lost his hand 
when a doll eiqiloded. He also wrote 
that two other dolls bought by sol- 
diers contained explosives.

provide them for every laundry room 
in the dorms. 

'The vending machine companies 
could put these machines in thefood 
rooms on their own initiative; how- 
ever, this Is doubtful since they have 
not been convinced that there is a 
need and that they would receive 
profits over the cost of the machine. 

"We both feel that the student body 
should know these reasons and als 
that several leading universities in 
the South are presently removing 
their machines. 

"However, continuing study and ef- 
fons will be made in this area to 
find a possible means to provide the 
change machines.'' they concluded.

101 stu- 
dents have contributed |J5 eadi to 
send telegrams to President John- 
son backing or opposing his policy 
in Viet Nai!i. 

As of 7 p.m. last night, 79stiklents 
had contributed to have their names 
Included in the "for the policy" tele- 
gram. 

The telegram endorsing the Pres- 
ident's policy will tentativelyread as 

follows: 

"We, the undersigned students of 
Florida State University, Siqjport 
and endorse your actions indlrecting 
the war in \ ler Nam.''

Poor Risk 



A significant number of FSU students have been ar- 
rested by city lawmen and State beverage laws this tri- 
mester. 

Students have been arrested in local establishments 
for illegal possession or purchase of alcoholic bever- 
ages. Usually this means that the student was a minor 
(under 21 years of age) . 

Dean of Men Donald Loucks has expressed concern 
over the rising number of arrests. In one particular 
case, Loucks said, the fines set on the students arrested 
were "quite high, causing the students involved consid- 
erable difficulty." 

In addition to the fine, each student arrested now has 
a police record which will follow him through his en- 
tire future. 

We think that students who violate beverage laws are 
foolishly taking risks that are in no way justified try 
the amount of pleasure gained. 
We would urge those who drink to consider that this 
mistake may well be a determining factor in their en- 
tire life.

Edmonds, Bone Begin Debate 



(EDITOR'S NOTE: The " Flambeau" 
today begins a special series on the 
war in Viet Nam, Asst. Assoc. Ed- 
itor Sue Dorrance will present dif- 
ferent views of the complexproblem 
through interviews with various fac- 
ult>- members.) 

Dr. Vernon H. Edmonds, professor 
of sociology , is against the present 
policy of the administration in the 
Viet Nam crisis. 

Edmonds stated that he is ambi- 
valent about the US being In Viet Nam 
In the first place. 

His two main objections to the war 
are the indiscriminate policy with 
regard to the bombingof civilian and 
military targets, and the torture 
treatment used on prisoners. 

In discussing the demonstrations 
against US policy in Viet Nam, Ed- 
monds said that he personally sym- 
pathizes with the demonstrators for 
the following reasons: I) this war is 
the kind that you can't be devoted to 
and 2) there is a great price in human 
lives in diis war. 

Winning the war in Viet Nam "would 
at most be a Pyrrhic victory," ac- 
cording to Edmonds. 

In this war there's not a great dif- 
ference between friend and foe in 
Viet Nam. South or North Viet Nam 
is a case of tweedle dee or tweedle 
dum, according to Edmonds. 

Elaborating upon the demonstra- 
tions, Edmonds said that young peo- 
ple almost have to resort to demon- 
strations to receive any kind of press 
coverage. 




He said he feels that the draft card 
penalties are unfair and penalize 
people for disagreement. 

Edmonds said that these demon- 
strations prompt people to think and 
to question. 

On the subject of the strategy of the 
war in Viet Nam, Edmonds said that 
one of the biggest mistakes In our 
policy is the doctrinaire acceptance 
of the domino theory; i.e., if South 
Viet Nam goes, all of Asia goes. 

Other countries in Asia, sudi as 
Thailand and India, don't have hist- 
ories of colonialism, nor do they 
have weak governments or strong 
ties to China, as Viet Nam does, be 
said. 

Therefore, the situation in Viet 
Nam is uniqfue, according to Ed- 
monds, and isn't indicative of the sit- 
uation In all of Asia. 

Elaborating upon the strategy of the 
warfare, Edmonds said, "we can't 
fool an^dy by saying that we can't 
control the Vietnamese." 

Even if indiscriminate warfare 
does win the war in Viet Nam, Ed- 
monds said he felt that the bombing 
of both civilian and military targets 
would have a bad psychological ef- 
fect on the people. 

According t , a ioctor who has just 
returned frrjrn Met Nam, SOpercent 
of the war casualties in one hospital 
are civilians, Edmonds said. 

The possible effect of our main- 
taining the fight in Viet Nam would 
be to hang on to ke\ areas and hope 
that the North Vietnamese give up, 
according to Edmonds. 



Dr. Robert C. Bone, professor of 
government, is for the administra- 
tion's policy in Viet Nam. 

Bone will elaborateiqwn his views 
on Viet Nam in a "Quo Vadis" lec- 
ture Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. in Moore 
Auditorium. 

Bone said he feels tha the war in 
Viet Nam is a fundamental test be- 
tween the free world and the Com- 
munist world. 

Communists have recognized this 
fact from the start and Americans 
are becoming increasingly aware of 
it, according to Bone. 

Viet Nam is an important area of 
foreign policy and we can't retreat 
from there, according to Bone. 

Reasons why we must stay in Viet 
Nam are, in Bone'sopinion, because 
"Chinese and Viet Cong spokesmen 
have repeatedly stated that if -he US 
can be defeated in South Viet Mam, 
then it couid be defeated in the whole 



worid." 

"Further, on the basis of Mar^all 
Lin Plao's speech of Sept. 2, we 
have an authoritative outline of how 
Chinese Communism proposes to 
carry out its program of world 
conquest." 

Bone continued, "The US. and only 
the US, is in a position to block 
this conquest, and this, in the inter- 
est of the peoples of the worid, we 
must do at any cost." 

On the subject of recent demon- 
strations against the administra- 
tion's policy in Viety Nam, Bone said 
these demonstrations have unwit- 
tinely aided the Communists. 

He continued that the naive good 
intentions of the demonstrators have 
harmed, rather than helped us. 

Reasons for bone's opinion are 
in line with the situation of the 
1 rench withdrawal from Viet Nam 
In 1954, he said.

This budding reputation, though, 
can die with our dwindling football fortunes unless a 
strong orsjanization continues to boost FSU. 

We. the students of FSU. can play a significant role 
m seeing that such an organizaton develops by making 
the alumni feel that they are still a vital part of the 
University community. 

Today and tomorrow may be the only time this year 
that many alumni will be on the campus, or even will 
be very aware of what's happening at FSU. This will 
be our best chance to show them that they have something 
to be proud of and to support.

'Eternal Problems' Plague TIambeau'

Flambeau News Writer 
"Resolved: National Women's Suf- 
frage Will Come Before National 
Problbltlon." 

One of tiw earliest 'Tlambeau's" 
reported the above as the annual de- 
bate topic in a storytoldunderthree 
successive heroines in 1915. 

The first "Florida Flambeau. " 
dated Jan. 23, 1915. dealt with such 
things as' the rash of umbrella- 
Stealing, rejectlcn 'f women's reg- 
ulations and denuuncement by the 
dean of the vulgar habit, gum chew- 
ing. 

FSCW's newspaper was hailed by 
the U of F "All^ator," which said 
In a letter t the editor. "It Is a real 
paper, and shows up well Incimparl- 
son with the sheets if the South. . . 
In a short time It will undoubtedly be 
one of the leading weeklies among 
those In the South published at wo- 
men's colleges." 

Although the size of the type was 
correctly proportional to the size -f 
the paper, the "AUlgator" said It 
.felt both could be enlarged success-

fully. However, the :r ne-half 
by 21 and i^ne-half inch rages stayed 
that size unrll :^52 when they were 
increased t 15 anci ne-haLf by 23 
inches. 

The early edlttrlal staff esta- 
blished the policy which they des- 
cribed as ". . . ur kindest cooper- 
ation if student, faculty and patr 'n." 
The newspaper was mailed to sub- 
scribers for $1 per year. The first 
edltor-ln -chief, Ruby Leach, sold 
classified ads at J. 15 per Inch. 
In the 30's, the subscription price 
was raised to $2 per year. 
The last weekly was published in the 
scho 1 year 1948-49. The "Fiam- 
Deau" then became a semi-weekly, 
with Issues on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days. 

Within the next several years, die 
cost of t.he paperwasdeferredbythe 
student activities fee and stations 
were established where stvKlents 
c old pick up copies. The newspaper 
also became a member of the Na- 
tional Advertising Service. 
The number of pages has varied 
widely since 1915 from four pages 



t a two sectli.n, 16-page printing 
m 195;, when a 32-page edltlm 
celebrated Homec mlng. 
The "Flambeau" has been hunoreri 
three times with the title "al 
American"; In 1956, 1957, and 195 
A big change in the "Flambeai: 
greeted the student body of I9^. 
Because the paper was now prlnte 
dally, tlje size f the sheets was re 
duced to 11 by 15 Inches. The trad 
itlonal letter press printing was a- 
bandoned for tlieearreittly-UMd off- 
set. 

The "Flambeau" has matured ove 
the years. For 20 years such arU- 
cles as "Flickers," a half page of 
anecdotes, was a regular feature. 

Editorials rarely concerned any- 
thing more important than sq^ieal- 
ing which Editor Mizpah Otto heard 
from the dorms. Few local bus- 
inesses advertised on its pages and 
news coverage was limited and writ- 
ten in a flamboyant syle. 

The paper has grown from a pic- 
ture-less weekly to a daily --fully 
fcoverlng news, editorials, sports 
aul features. < 



Nine Young Students SSRF Inspiration

In die fall of 1950, nine \oung stu 
dents arrived at FSU eager to get an 
education but without the necessar\ 
funds. 

The dean of the School of Educa- 
tion, who was educated in rural 
northwest Florida, decided that the 
young men deserved a chance and a 
unique scbolar^p plan was bom. 

With the assistance of the late J. 
Velma Keoi and four other profes- 
sors. Dean Mode L. Stone found 
housing fcr the nine men In an aban- 
doned army barracks. .Arrange- 
ments were made for them to pre- 
pare their own meals. 

These men then became the first 
of more than 1,500 students to get 
an education because of the Southern 
Sclwlarsh^) ami Research Founda- 
tion. 

The foundation now operates 12 
cooperative houses where nearl;. 300 
FSU students — men and women — 
live without charge. They share 
household chores and do their own 
cooking and washing. 

Friday night a large group of In- 



vited guests and graduates of the 
SSRF program atter.de,: a . tinner and 
saw the premiere showing of a movie 
depicting life in a scholarship house. 
The movie will be available for 
showing throughout the US. It Is 
hoped the film will induce others to 
consider similar programs. 
Guest speaker at the banquet was 
John Leonard, a former student who 
is now a medical student atVander- 
bllt. His topic was "What the Foun- 
dation Has .Meant to Me." 
Stone, who Is president of thefoun- 
dation, said students living in one of 
the 12 cooperative houses can anend 
school for about $600 a year less 
than the averace student. In addition, 
the foundario:: assists many of its 
students :: ,. -taming summer em- 
plo;. ent and part-time Jobs. 
Mat . of the students have attended 
f-SL with no financial resources of 
their own. 

The SSFR wa^ started on a shoe- 
string, .ssets have grown to 
more that S ^OG.GOO.

He said estimates show there are 
four high school graduates who could 
qualify as foundation scholars for 
everv one accepted. 

The scholars are carefully se- 
lected. Tc be eligible, the students 
must show evidence of outstanding 
scholastic achievement, be certified 
by school officials and community 
leaders as having demonstrated out- 
standing integrity and cltlzensb^ 
and be unable to attend school with- 
out substantial outside help. 

Foundation scholars are selected 
from all over Florida and a few 
from out of state. TTiis year there 
is a scholar from Viet Narr, and 
another from Brazil. Forty-five 
Florida counties are represented. 

Foundation support comes from 
businessmen, students, labor, pri- 
vate foundations and a number of 
individuals. One of the 12 houses is 
financed by Rotary International, 
another by Lions International and 
still anodier by PUot Qubs. 

Scholars pay the same registration 
and hook fees as other studoits. 
However, the stutents make sub- 



stantial savings by living rent free 
and by buying and preparing dieir 

own food. 

Each cooperative house has Its own 
officers who set rules and regula- 
tions for the students. TTiey take 
turns washing dishes, cooking, 
cleaning house, making beds and 
doing other household chores. 

Studies have shown that foundation 
scholars at FSU make outstanding 
academic records. 

"As we look back." Stone said, "we 
now realize how much talent and 
brain power would have been lost to 
the future had diis progrann not been 
started. 

"We also realize more fiilly how 
much talent and brain po wer we are 
still losing because so many worthy 
but deserving students camot pay 
their way throitgh college. We are 
determined through our program 
here to give more of these students 
a chance. 

"We are hopefkd diat wfaoi odier 
people see this film, they will in- 
stitute similar pr ograms else- 
^riiere," he said.

Homecoming? It Once Was 'Odd-Even'

Homecoming wasn't always Home- 
coming. For 16 years it was Odd- 
Even Day. 

Odd-Even Day saw FSCWs 3,000 
students divided Into two teams ae- 
c rding to the graduating years of the 
classes. 

Two weeks before Thanksgiving, 
the senior class and its sister 
classes, sophomore and sub-fresh- 
man II, challenged the three other 
classes to a joust of basketball. 

Demonstrations on the Tuesday and 
Wednesday preceding the Thanks- 
giving Day game included pep soiigs, 
cheers, speeches and skits. The red- 
purple-white Odds of 1926 portrayed 
Satan burning the bones oi ihe Evois 
while subtly introducing as charac- 
ters of the skit the team members 
who were traditionally kept secret 
until the ceremony. 



Wednesday morning, chapel ser- 
vices were followed by the school 
song and cheers. 

The big rivalry game Thanksgiving 
afternoon was followed by a cross- 
city parade led by the winners. 

When the normal school was added 
to the campus in 1916, it played a 
game of its own. The winning normal 
and college teams then played each 
other. 

In 1926, students foDght for a 
"hom«;oming" as "other schools 
had." It was first Initiated as a 
"time wlien former students may 
come Dack, when they may renew 
friendships, feel once more a part 
of the life from which they have 
carried on," the Nov. 13 'Tlam- 
beau" reported. 

That year parents and alumnae 
were invited. Volleyball contests, a 
formal dinner and a dance were 
added to the festivities. "Miss 



Tripp's band" made its debut on the 
Court. Four years later .i faculty- 
alumnae basketball game was inc 'r- 
po rated. 

Reformation roared in the 30's 
when dating was first all weu and 
men could be invited to the events. 
By 1934, dancing with men at the 
8:30 p.m. to 11:30 p.m. dances in the 
gymnasium was also legalized. 

The ceremony was dropped for a 
year in favor uf a Parents' Day in 
1936 when the administration rea- 
soned that alumnae could not leave 
their positions orf amilies on such an 
important date. They were enter- 
tained later in the year at a less 
elaborate affair. 

"Color rush' began as a tradition 
in 1944. The contest, started by the 
shot of a gun, consisted of runners 
from each team racing around the

Said To 'Stand For A Century' 



"We trust it will stand for 
a century."' 

These were the words of the presi- 
dent of the class of 1915 as what was 

to become FSU's best known land- 
mark, theWestcottfountain, was pre- 
sented as a-class memorial. 

At least 14 members of the class 
are expected this weekend fir a 
Golden Anniversary Reunion during 
FSU's Homecoming. 

They'll get a g.>od I j ^k at their 
famous gift at the very start 'f 
Homecoming since members if the 
honor class of 1915 wiiigatherthere 
t i get in convertibles f 'r theHome- 
c iming Parade. 

The fountain, known to every ine 
who has been .n the campus of FSCW, 
or, since 1947, FSU, has also be- 
come imbedded in campus tradition. 

For years^ men students and the 
coeds they have "pinned ' have been 
thrown into the fountain. Initiates f 
some organizations also get a dunk . 

As a paning gesture, students 
threw former President Gordon 
Blackwell into the fountain just be- 
fore he left FSU last Feb. 1, to be- 
come president of Furman Uni- 
versity. 

In addition to the Westcott fountain 
there are now three others n cam- 
pus, all completed within the last 
15 months. These are in :he pat! 
of the University Union, jn Landis 
Green and in the paclo of the new 
Physics Bldg. 

.■\ccording to the permanent class 
president, Pearl Caldwell Warren, 
her class discussed several possible 
gifts to the college and decided on 
something that would last through 
the years. 

They decided thar a concrete f -un- 
tain Inside the circular drive in 
fr n: f Westcott Bldg. would be such 
ar. "everlasting gift." 



Since the expense would be heavy 
for one small class, the seniors 
enlisted the support of their s. pho- 
more sisters; and so the fountain 
became a gift of tbe classes of 1915 
and 1917. 

Mrs. Warren not only was 1915 
class president, but she was a pub- 
lic speaker who had won the junior 
and senior gold medals for oratory. 
Therefore she was chosen to make 
the presentation speech. 

She said in her speech, "Far back 
in ancient and medieval days--even 
t.' the days of our own girlho d--a 
fountain has been the symbol for the 
m>'St inspiring things in life. 

"It has formed the basis f r a lee- 
end that rest red the aged t ' y^^uth 
and beauty and in pursuance if this 
alluring hope the great discoverer, 
Ponce de Leon, penetrated the wild- 
erness of Florida, and gave it the 
immunal name of the 'Land of the 
Flowers.' 

"Again the fountain has been the 
symbol fiir learning because it rises 
from the depths of the earth even as 
leanied th ughts have risen fr- m the 
depths 'f the S'lul. It refreshes 
weary men even as learning re- 
freshes the soul that longs for light 
and life. 

"It is a symbol of higher aspir- 
ations for its water rises above the 
level of its basin even as the aspir- 
ations if men rise above the or- 
dinary experiences of the day — it 
springs heavenward and then c ;;.e? 
backward t eanh even as the n uie 
til iii;r,tj t :: tT'. appr -aoh the devine 
ana men j nie back t be reflected 
in the beans <f 'thers. 

"Our classes sleeted this form of 
a gift because it is symbolic for all 
the splendid things that the Florida 
.State College for Women re- 
presents — the youth and beauty of 
its students, the learning we have

777 Doctorates 
Granted By FSU 



FSU has granted "77 doctoral de- 
grees since 1952, when the firstwas 
given, according to the University's 
Graduate School. 

A summary by the Graduate Scho 1 
showed that 202 doctorates have been 
conferred by the School of Education. 
Running second In number Is the 
Dept. of Psychology, which granted 
105 during the period covered bythe 
study. Chemistry and music arenect 
with 95 and 83 respectively. 

Ol the 202 degrees granted by the 
Scho '1 of Education, 59 In admin- 
istration, 38 were in guidance and 
counseling and 36 were in higher 
education. 

Other education departments and 
their numbers were physical edu- 
cation and recreation and elemen- 
tary education, 12 each; educational 
research and testing, 10; English 
educati on, 7; mathematics education 
and science education, 6 each; adult 
education and secondary education, 
5 each; social studies education, 3; 
educational foundations, 2 and art 
education. 1. 

Other doctorates granted include: 
home economics, 51; biological 
science, 47; physics, 34, English, 
30; marriage and family living,26; 
history, mathematics and sociology, 
15 each; speech. 13; modem lan- 
gui^es, 12; meteorology, 10; human- 
ities, 9; geology. 7; goveinment.6 
and social welfare, 2.

FSU in 1948 came the first Inter- 
collegiate Homecoming game a- 
gainst Tampa's Spanans. Odd-Even 
competition was kept in archery, 
modem dance and several other 
sports. 

The first Homecoming queen was 
chosen by an audience-applause 
meter at a formal dance. 
That year the Pow Wow took the 
place )l dem-^nstrations, house 
decorations were judged by the Wo- 
mens' "F" Club and big-name Hal 
Mclntyre and his 15-plece orchestra 
played at the dance until the early 
hour of 1 a.m. The president of FSU 
gave a breakfast honoring the alum- 
nae and the governor gave a barbe- 
cue. 

Since then. Homecoming has grown 
into the most elaborate weekend of 
the year. Odd-Even competition has 
been completely abandoned. 

A Homecoming show with name en- 
tenalnment such as the Chad Mit- 
chell Trio, Pete Fountain, Si 7em- 
ner and this year Peter, Paul and 
Mary, has been added to the fes- 
tivities. 

Fancier floats and a Homecoming 
banquet are also later additions to 
Homecoming events. 
Homecoming each year hnnors the 
i^lass of 50 years ago. A different 
■Aheme is also chosen each year. 



Fourteen or more of them are 
expected back today and tomorrow 
as the honor class for Homecoming. 

The Class President, Mrs. Frank 
D. Warren, has asked that the class 
members be allowed to lead the 
grand march at the Homecoming 
dance, ending two days of strenuous 
activities.

during the year. This $2.5 million 
building will house a theater, class- 
rooms, offices and the University 
art museum. 

Rounding out major construaion 
plans for the year is the Engineering 
Science Bldg. to be located in the 
science center. Plans are still ten- 
tative , but about $1 million will be 
allocated for a three-building com- 
plex to house the School of Engineer- 
ing Science, which is presently 
located in four dl^rent areas 
around campus. 

Construction of several other new 

buildings is now underway and should 
!-e r-.rleteJ Junng the '.ear. Con- 
struction of the three- stor\ Biolog- 
ical Science Bldg. began this 
summer in the science center and 
should be completed in August. The 
$1.8 million structure will contain 
research facilities. 

Also under construction is the new 
one million dollar University Hos- 
pital. This four-story building, being 
built just south of the Union pool, 
will contain "2 beds, a mental health 
area and offices for 10 physicians. 
It should be completed b\ April. 

Construction of the one-story Ge- 
olog> Core Storage Bldg. should be 
completed soon. This $230,000 
structure will provide storage area 
for coresof ocean-bottom sediments 
taken by graduate students in cruises 
of the National Science Foiuidation 
research vessel, Eltanln.

No Draft Problems In Young America 

In 1807, Lt. Col. Thomas Acheson of the 22nd regiment of the Pennsylvania 
militia received a request for 480 volunteers to serve in the armed forces of the 
still young United States of America. 

More than twice the number of men needed volunteered their services. 



A letter from Thomas Jefferson in 
an 1807 edition of the Boston "In- 
dependent Chronicle," addressed to 
Acheson, commended the men "on 
behalf of their country- to the offi- 
cers and volunteers of your brigade, 
the thanks they so deserve, and the 
assurances that when the public in- 
terest shall call for their services, 
this otfer of them wUl be remem- 
bered." 

Issues of the " Independent Chroni- 
cle" were recently loaned for study 
to the Student Publlcatloiui dept. at 
FSU by Mrs. Gordon McCnw of 
Tallahassee. 

Mrs. McCraw, who worked at 
"Frontier Town" in South Carolina 
during the summer, said she re- 
ceived the paper from an elderly 
man t/bo gave her a Kack of old 
newspapers to help add antiquity to 
die resort. 

Jefferson went on to say tn another 
letter to the "Chronlde." "Who, 
then, can dilnk that a people thus 
surrounded widi every benefit; 
^ whose soitiments are exalted in the 
nature of the government under 
which they live; and who value them- 
selves iq>on their ind^iendence, will 
ever suffer their lilierties or tlieir 
rights to be violated?" 

He went on to say, "Who can think 
that the dignity of a govemmentwill 
be abandoned by a people wbc have 
one and all an individual interest to 
maintain its respectability? 

"It is our government that guaran- 
tees happiness to the citizen— it is 
our citizen who will maintain the 
dignity of the government," Jeffer- 
son wrote. 

The first session of the 10th Con- 
gress came to a close In December, 
1807. An issue of the "Chronicle" 
reported that the congressmen were 
at that time considering a bill for 
fortification of the ports and harbors 
for the US. 

The first seaion of the bill called 
for $1 million to be appropriated 
for the fund. Congressmebattled for 
an increase allocating iqp to f 2 mil- 
lion. 

After several hours of deliberation 
and four votes, the legislative body 
decided in favor of the original %1 
million allocation, the journal re- 
ported. 

Peter, Paul and Mar>- were not 
among the entertainers of the day, 
but 1807 audiences could enjoy "for 
the 2th time in Boston, a Grand 
Allegorical, Pantomimic Spectacle, 
in two acts, called 'Cinderella: or 
the Little Glass Slipper.' With new 
and splendid Scenery, Machinery, 
Dresses and Decorations." 

In the days before big corporations 
and chain stores, foodstuffs and 
clothing were purchased from Indi- 
vidual shop owners. 

John Hancock managed one of the 
largest general stores in Boston, 
selling tobaccos, coal, cloth and 
various items which he advertised 
in the "Independent Chronicle." 

Audiences today won't see horses 
leaping through fire hoops in the 
FSU Flying High Circus, but 1807 
audiences were entranced with the 
Pepin and Breshard horse circus 
from Paris - complete with clowns - 
which the "Chronlde" rqwrted in 
great detail. 

Saul Bellow, Ernest Hemingway and 
J. D. Salinger are among the most 
popular authors of today. According 
to the "Ind^ndent Chronlde." the 
best sellers in the pre-war period 
of 1812 were books by Samuel Hall. 

H al 1 wrote on every subject imagin- 
ablc from theology, physics, history,

Since there were no national wire 
services such as AP and UP I, local 
news filled much of the space in the 
"Independent Chronlde." 
One issue of the Journal ran a 
front page advertisement by J. M.

The usual format in 1959 was a four-page paper 
every Tuesday and a six to eight-page paper Fri- 
days. Approximately 4,000 copies were printed by 
the "Democrat" offices for the 9,000 students on 
campus. 

The editor at the time, said Talmon, was only 
responsible for the editorials. If the editor wanted 
changes made in salaries, numtier of pages, etc., 
he had to first go through the business manager's 
office. The Board of Publications, however, had 
the final say. 

The BOP is still the same policy-making body as 
it was in 1959, but the office of business manager 
has changed in stature, said Danny Rector, the 
present FSU business manager. 

In the past, Talmon said. It was difficult to get 
ads and he relied heavilv on cigarette ads. Today, 
cigarette ads are not allowed in college papers. 

The present FSU publications have an overabun- 
dance of ads, said Rector. He accredits this to the 
super-salesmanship of his staffers. 

Using the off-set printing method rather than the 
letter-press, the cost of the paper has gone down 
since 1959, thereby enabling the "Flambeau" to 
publish dally, four to eight-paee pap.

(LtWlSBURG, PA.) — Bucknell 
University recently announced that 
the university will undertake an im- 
portant curriculum experiment 
which could have far-reaching sig- 
nificance for higher education. 

Funds provided by a Carnegie grant 
of $135,000 will be used to create 
a program to more adequatel;. pro- 
vide for the different rates at which 
students learn, and to achieve a high 
degree of individualized instruction. 

The Contmuous Progress Pro- 
gram, as outlined by Bucknell Uni- 
versity President Charles H. Watts, 
will attempt to do this by developing 
a process of instruction which allows 
ja student to acquire tlie objectives 
'of the discipline at his own rate. 



It will also not limit tlie numh)er of 
credits in a course wiiich a student 
may earn in a given semester, and 
will place emphasis on theobjectives 
of the discipline to be mastered 
rattier than on ttie courses to be 
completed.

When Proctor mentions "knitting 
together," he means tightly knit. 
The Seminole yearlings have 
amassed a fantastic 971 yards pass- 
ing. 510 yards rushing and 129polnts 
in four ball games.

The injury suffered by Pajcic was 
a broken collatiMne wiUch will also 
sideline the starting team leaderfor 
the last game of the season.

Proctor was pn.bably referring to 
defensive back H' well M- ntg mery, 
and linebackers Jeff LaCour and 
Dale McCuUers. 
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"Montgomery does an outstanding 
job covering pass receivers, and 
LaCour and McCullers gave us good 
defensive leadership both prior to 
the U of F game and after it," stated 
the "junior" Tribe mentor. 

According to Proctor, tlie U of F 
game "jelled the detense." Miami's 

upset of the "junior" Tribe caused 
the freshman coach to warn of

Football has come a long way at FSU since its 
reincarnation in 1947, and all one has to do to realize 
this fact is compare those early schedules with today's. 

After hastily fielding its first team in 41 years, the 
Tribe was scalped in all five of its games In 1947. The 
next year, FSU began a string of winning seasons over 
such "formidable" foes as Cumberland, Millsaps and 
Livingston State. 

As the years progressed, so did the Seminole foot- 
ball wars. Enemies such as Miami (1951), North Caro- 
lina State (1952) and Georgia Tech (1952) were put on 
the schedule. 

By 1955, the Tribe had been declared a major college 
football team, and rolled to a 5-5 record against 
opponents like VPl, Georgia, Georgia Tech and the 
Citadel. 

The FSU- U of F rivalry began in 1958 under leg- 
islative pressures, and the Gators crawleri off with a 
21-7 win. The Seminoles dropped two more tilts to the 
reptiles before managii^ a 3-3 tie in 1961. 

Last season the Tribe broke from the reservation 
and into the national limelight, rolling to an 8-1-1 
season record. 

The Tribe's improvement in the last 17 years is 
almost unparalleled. In that time. FSU has ^one from 
literally nothing to a team worthy of playing any school 
in the nation. 

This year's 3-3 record is not indicative of the 
Seminoles' potential. Against Georgia the team was 
outstanding. At Kentucky the offense showed its muscle 
and all but won the game. 

On the other hand, the Seminoles have looked lack- 
luster and listless against Alabama and TCU. 

Now 'that they are heading into the stretch,the Sem- 
inoles are beginning to look more and more like winners. 

This week Peterson has indicated the fans will see 
more aerials, both long and short. If the passing game 
comes through like last week's runners did, the 
Demon Deacons could be in for a long afternoon.

(EDITOR'S NOTE: "Flambeau" editorial writer Tony 

Skiff begins a series today on the changing relation- 
ship between students and the administration through 
student regulations. Skiff today outlines the present 
situation and in later editorials will trace the de- 
velopment of the "due process" concept from the 
in loco parentis" idea of past — and some present — 
universities.) 

Students throughout this country are beginning to 
demand the right to take part in the direction and 
administration of the colleges and universities they 
attend. 

These institutions of higher leamii^ are currently 
in a stage of transition. 

Some are making great progress — like Yale where 
students will henceforth sit on tenure committees. 

Others aren't doing so well. At universities in 
this category, administrations don't even seem to 
realize what the problem is. 

Students want more than " a meaningful dialogue" 
with the administration. 

Generally speaking, their demands fall into two 
categories: 

1) Those which relate to giving students an actual 
share of power with which to implement their de- 
cisions ( the Yale ex&mple fits here); 

2) Those which relate to imposing some sort of 
restrictions on the administration to prevent it from 
acting arbitrarily. 

This second category is simply a roundabout cte- 
scription of the concept of legality, for as someone 
once said, "The crux of the principle of legality is 
the imposition of law upon government." 

Obviously, the administration of a state university 
mjst support this concept. However, no matter how 
much they favor it. when dothey apply it to themselves? 

Think now, what are the rules the FSU administration 
has made to restrict itself? Does it always abide by 
them? 

We think not. 

Rather than calling student demands "unrealistic* ' and 
"irresponsible," the administration would do better to 
accept the principle of legality and begin to aR)ly it at 

home. 

Then, instead of acting only in time of crisis, the 

administration should present developing problems to 
higher policy-making boards, instead of trying to stifle 
them at a lower level. 

This suggests that instead of applying stqp-gap mea- 
sures to prevent minor changes in the status quo sit- 
uation, administrations should treat students'demands 
for wlaaA they are — ^an indication of a fundamental change 
in the students' perception of their relationship to their 
universities. 

To cope with this change , it will be necessary for ad- 
ministrations to re-evaluate their whole philosc^hy of 
administration .

Seminoles Bedevil Deacons 35-

An awakened FSU football team put 
the icing on a Garnet and Gold Home- 
coming cake with a convincing 35-0 
pasting of Wake Forest at Campbell 
Stadium Saturday. 
While the Wake Forest Demon Dea- 
cons did not act too devilish, the 
Seminoles, on the other hand, caught 
fire and exploded for their largest 
offensive display of the rapidl\ dim- 
inishing season. 

The Tribe achieved both goals 
outlineci b;. honorary game captain 
Phil Spooner at the Pow Wow Fri- 
day—a scoring total of at least 25 
and the whitewashing of the Deacons. 
FSU quarterback Ed Pritchett was 
the leader of the attack on the 
Demons, winding up as rushing 
leader and conqpletiiig lOof 18 aer- 
ials. The Seminole field general 
marked vp one of the TIXs Umself, 
sprinting 12 yards, and was respon- 
sible for a 40-yard toudidown pass 
to Max Wettsteln. 

When the versatile quanerfoadc was 
finally given rest in die middle of 
the dilrdquartm', Kim Hammond was 
waiting in tlw wings and pUoted die 
Tribe to two more scores. 

Bill Campbell. Seminole defensive 
back, provided some more razzle- 
dazzle late in the game with a 70- 
yard punt return that put tlie final 
tally on the scoreboard. 

Tim Deacons never could get going. 
They punted 11 times en route to 
tying a team and Atlantic Odbst Con- 
ference record for most punts In a 
ball game. 

The Wake Forest attack seemed to 
be one of three downs and a pun: 
formation throughout most of the 
game. The hard-chai-glng FSU de- 
fense men wrapped up the black am: 
^old runners and only allowed four 
of W ake Forest quarterback Jon Wil- 
son's paaaea to reach dwlr destin- 
ations. 

"I couldn't do a thing. Everytime 
I turned around someone was right 
there," moaned Wilson. 

"Their defense was just too much," 
dejeaed Demon Head Coach BlU 
Tate remarlted.

The Seminoles won the toss of the 
coin, elected to receive and then see- 
sawed with the l^acons until the last 
play of the p)erlod. With fourth and 
eight. Wake Forest end Ron Shill- 
inglaw fumbled and recovered but 
was tackled on the Demon 34. 

At the start of the second quarter, 
Pritchett maneuvered his troops to 
the 13, mixing up his passing and 
running pla> s. With fourth and twq 
from that point Pete Roberts kicked 
a field goal for the half s only score. 
With 8:12 remaining in the half. 
Wake Forest began Its only drive of 
the day, picking three first downs 
and moving well against the seven 
magnifi cents. 

The defense, however, refused to be 
Intimidated andplugged up the march 
at the FSU 37. This was the Deacons' 
only visit to Seminole territory all 
day. 

The Seminoles tried one more time 
before die half ended. On a John 
Hosack punt to Doi% Gollghtly, the 
Demon safety let the ball slip thro ugh 
his fingers and Larry Williamson 
recovered for the TMbe on die black 
and gold 31. 

FSU was Ineffective at taking ad- 
vantage of the break, and Pritchett 
was only able to lead the Seminoles 
two yards forAard. 

Pete Roberts came In to attempt 
the three points, but the kick was 
short and the half ended with the 
Tribe clinging to a 3-0 margin. 

FSU walked all over the Deacons 
In the second half. The first time 
the Seminoles got cite ball they ex- 
ploded for six points. 



Pritchett sparked the march him 
self, rambling 37 yards from mid- 
field to the Wake Forest 13, finally 
scoring the touchdown on another 
12-yard keeper. Roberts, playing 
with a broken left foot, missed the 
extra-point try. 

TT.e Seminoles ke^it the fires burn- 
ing. After another unsuccessful field 
goal attempt, the Tribe struck sud- 
denly on the next series of downs. 
Starting from his own 46, Prit- 
chett hartrdessly handed off to Wayne 
Glardlno for two yards and gained a 
first down on an 11-yard toss to 
Buddy Blankeash^. Gpingto hisfiill- 
back once again, the FSU field gen- 
eral gave it to Glardino and dien 
threw incomplete to flanker T. K. 
WediereU. 

Pritchett then electrified the crowd 
by lofUng a 40-yard bomb to vvett- 
stein for tiie second touchdown. 

Roberts' point try was go<id, and 
Pritchett got the rest of the day 
off. 

Hammond filled In and led the 
Seminoles to two more scores. 
Working from the Wake Forest 48, 
Bill Moreman ground his way to the 
35. Hammond kept for a gain of 
three and tiiea duew iooompllete to 
Wett stein. 
At this point, Roberts came In 
with quarterback Tony Gero, osten- 
sibly to try for a field goal. After 
the snap, however, Gero picked 
the ball, wheeled and pegged to 
Wettstein on the Deacon 15 yard 
line. 

Moreman drove the ball to the eight 
as die dilrd period ended. 
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On running plays by Moreman, Jim 
Manklns and Phil Spooner, the Tribe 
worked its way to the one where It 
was second and goal. Spooner tJien 
vaulted over a pile-up at die goal 
for the touchdown. 
On the next series of downs, Ham- 
mond directed a march that was 
hindered b\ a penalty ai^ several 
Incompleted passes to the Deacon 
one. Glardlno then plowed his way 
through the line for the six points. 
With a mlinae and-a-haU left in 
the contest, Seminole llghniing 
struck one tbul time, this time on 
a W ake Forest specialty — tlie punt. 
Campbell gathered In a Shlllinglaw 
boot and started inching his wa\ ixp 
the sidelines. At the Demon 35 Card 
stripe. FSU's H.T.Walier keved a 
block that sprung Campbell who 
raced die nat of Om way for the 
tall>. 

Roberts' last conversion attempt 
was good and the Tribe wa.s home 
fi^ee with a 35-0 bulge. 

The Deacons were well contained 
In the second half. They could only 
manage to climb to their own 35 in 
the entire second half, and were 
stopped on the one first down. 
The black and gold managed only 
five first downs for the whole game. 
The last time they had been limited 
to so few first downs was 1956— 
and then it was by FSU, also. 
"Our field position was lousy," 
said Tate. "We never had a chance 
to open up on offense. 

"Too big, too strong and too quick. 
That about sums it up," Tate con- 
cluded. 

Seminole mentor BiU Peterson h«l 
a different view of tbe battle. Re- 
f erring to die sole diree points 
chalked in in die flrK half, he com- 
mented. "I just told die kids that 
if Wake Forest thought they could 
hold us on three points, they were 
going to be tou^. We would have 
to hit them euiy in die seoood 
half." 

"There wasn't much offense In 
the first half — they must have 
thought It was a tea-party — but they 
came through in the second half," 
he finishes.

After outlining its purposes, the 
Ad Hoc Committee on Year-Round 
Operation presented five possible 
calendars to the University Pres- 
idents' Council. 

In it? report, the committee dis- 
cussed the advantages and disad- 
vantages of each calendar. 
Plan B is a 40-week plan which 
was favored by a majority of the 
committee members on its aca- 
demic nerit. iJivided Into two 16- 
wcek semesters and an eight-week 
summer session, this plan, the com- 
mittee said, would make It possible 
for almost all students to graduate 
after eight terms of 16 weeks each. 

Reasonabh capable students could 
finish in three years, added the 
members. In comparison tothepre- 
sent trimester, the committee felt 
that plan B was equal, and pro- 
bably superior, to it In the total 
number of hours that can be earned 
In an academic year. 

In addition, plan B provides a 
summer term that suits a wide 



variety of needs. Public school tea 
chers would be able to enroll in 
any of the regular academic courses. 

It also allows for several extras. 
All customary holidays are pro- 
vided for (without r7iake-up Satur- 
days); breaks between terms are 
ample for grading and registering; 
graduation exercises are scheduled 
so that faculty members do not 
have to give special treatment to 
■ e:.i Ts; there is an adequate recess 
in the spring and all days of the 
week axe equally represented. 

However, there was one small 
probJcin that arose concerning plan 
B. Therefore, plan A (17-17-6) was 
devised. According to the Sute law, 
"year-round operation ^all be de- 
fined as not less than 210 days 
( 42 weeks ) of Instruction per 
calendar year." 

With fliis political framework in 
mind, the committee considered plan 
A, two 17-week semesters, and 
plan E, two 16-week semesters with 
a 10-week summer schedule. 
Plan E had one major disadvant- 
age and several minor ones. The 



main problem was that al!

Chilton, Henderson Discuss US Positioi 



(EDITOR'S NOTE: Ihis is the second part of a 
series of interviews on the war in Vietnam, in 
today s article Sue Dorrance, asst. assoc. editor 
l^^l ^ opiiJions of Dr. Roland ChUton and 
Dr. Edgar Henderson.) 

Dr. Roland ChUton, asst. (oelessor of sociology, 
said he feels that the government policy in Viet- 
nam isn't too clear. 
Chilton said the situation in Vietnam is rather 
dismal, since if we pull out of this area, the Com- 
munists will move in. and if we remain there, we 
will have to maintain military oca^iation. 
He said the best suggestion is to getow of VlMnam 
in the best possible way. 

S«tlng \ip a stable government In Vietnam would 
be a difficult task, according to ChUton. 

ChUton said he feels that there isn't enoi«h dis- 
cussion of the issue of Vietnam and that people 
reaUy aren't sure of what we're doing in con- 
flia. 

He <yiestioned the value of bombing as a way to 
keqp the peace, and c^ted Komedy as saying "that 
any government thai bombs its ownpet^e will have 
a hard time being accepted." 
On the subject of draft card burning, Chilton said 
that this movement is unfortunate, as it draws atten- 
tion away from the issues at hand. 
"These people are hard-pressed to attract atten- 
tion, and reson to these means to get it." He con- 
tinued that draft card burners aren't reallv accom- 
plishing anything. 

People concerned with the war in \ietnam are the 
young men who are going to be involved, he said. 
They have a new awareness of the Vietnamese 
conflict, since Aey are the ones ^ have to pay 
the price. 

Chilton continued that it would be difficult to know 
what winning would mean. 
The US could occupy Vietnam and cottnl it. 
similar to Korea, he feels. 
This conflict could go on for years, or the opposi-

Large scale wars may be a thing of the past, as a 
war to the death isn't feasible in our moten world, 
he continued. 

Qeanlng out warlilce places would be die best way 
to end war. according to Henderson. 

He said that American and Viet Conx soldiers are 
the best he's ever seen and are bothdeterminedand 
eager to fight. 

He added that he feels that we are ignorant of the 
Orientals and must try to come to understand them 
and Aey us. 

Vietnam is not a political maneuveror an example 
of party politics, he continued. Our policy in Viet- 
nam has been carried out in the Eisenhower, Ken- 
nedy and Johnson administrations, he added. 

In conclusion, Henderson said diat he is always 
glad to see students concerned with political affairs, 
but wishes that they would find something worth- 
while to protest.

Rules Based On ^Prejudice, Outmoded Concepts 



In a recent column I questioned 
the bases of some of our social 
regulations. My position was that 
"in society one's Ubem should be 
restricted only when it seriously 
Interferes with that of someone 
else." Of course there are except- 
ions to this, but still it provides 
an adequate guideline for rule 
making. 

This guideline Is discarded in re- 
gard to many of our rules here at 
FSU. This seems to be particularly 
true when It comes to ndes 
for coeds. 

Many of their rules have no basis 
other than personal prejudices based 
on outmoded concepts. 
Not long ago Dean Warren released 
a statement In the "Flambeau" in 
defense of our social regulations. 
It was a weak rebuttal to criticism 
which said, in essence, that we must 
have rules in order to live together. 
Now, who would disagree with that? 
The point is not whether or not we 
need rules, but what kind of rules do 
we need. ManyofFSlPsrules appear 
to be of destructive rather than of 
constructive natiune. 
The students axe virtually forced 
to violate many of die ndes because 



they simply do not believe in their 
desirability and because they see 
little or no chance of having them 
changed. 

I would hazard a guess that many 
of the coeds who come here are 
under much more stringent regu- 
lation than they were while in hi^ 
school. This could well regress their 
maturation process rubcarAanpro- 
mote it. 

The sad part is that the coed is 
given little credit for matuxlngdur- 
ing her four years of intellectual 
and social growth. 

In order to make the regulations 
more constructive, die coed should 
be given coBSider^ymorefireedom 
as time passes. 

Now the coed is given sudi tidbits 
of additional freedom for her diree 
years here(afterherfreshmanyear) 
as an additional half-hour of time 
otit of captivity eadi weekday 
evening. 

By the time Mie is a senior, she is 
placated widi several senior auto- 
matics and a few other minorprivi- 
leges in recognition of the new re- 
qwnslblllty created by four years 
of college.

"Commencement also would have 
to be after classes had started for 
the new term or else faculty would 

have to make special arrangements 
for senior grades, a procedure that 
has proved fal^y Unsatisfactory 
heretofore. 

"The summer period would be 
elgjit- seventeenths of a regular term 
with the certain consequence that 
summer courses would be of lower 
content than the same oourseduring 
the regular year. 
The committee excluded both the 
trimester and quarter system as 
feasible programs for Florida 
scbools. Serious attention was given 
to the quarter system, but the ma- 
jority of die committee did not think 
Its special advantages outweis^ied its- 
special defects. 

The mato problem onoe agato was; 
that the only calendar which will 
permit public sdhool teachers to 
attend is a 10-10-10-8 (38 weeks) 
plan, a calendar wbldt falls short of 
the required 42 wedcs.

Due Process 

The following quote from the "Harvard Law Review" 
is illustrative of the hypocritical position of many 
university administrations, faculties and perhaps of 
much of the American public as well. 

"\^Tien we proudly contrast the full hearings before 
our courts with those in the benighted countries which 
have no due process protection, when many of our courts 
are so careful in the protection of those charged with 
crimes that they will not permit the use of evidence il- 
legally obtained, our sense of justice should be outraged 
by the denial to students of the normal safeguards." 

In spite of this, administrations usually failto provide 
students with these safeguards. Allien students do make 
an attempt to obtain their rights, the reaction of the uni- 
versity community, and of the general public, is at best 
apathetic, and usually is downright hostile. 

Even the courts have not always supported these at- 
tempts. The same writer states, ''It is. . . shocking to 
find thata court supports them (the administrations) in 
denying to a stu(tent the protection given to a pick- 
pocket." 

Perhaps the most interesting questions here are "why 
do students allow this?" and ••why do students create 

systems as bad as those of the administration?" 

The most obvious answer is, "They don't know am 
better." 

Classroom theorv aside, where in the University 
community have students seen due process in practice? 

Which members of the FSU administration or faculty 
have set a good example? 

Their failure to make due process anything more than 
a theory shows up in the student courts. 

The procedures of house councils, judiciaries and the 
Honor Court. \(iiiile odious in themselves, are only symp- 
toms of a greater problem: the profound ignorance of 
the most essential principles of American justirc. 

Looking at these courts we must consider not only 
what this system does to those who come before the 
courts, but also what it does to the judges. 

People who practice law while knowing nothing of 
justice are dangerous. What will happen when these 
people enter the world outside the University, carrying 
with them ideas of justice formulated in the student 
courts? 

VlTiile these exanqales have been local, the problem 
IS not. It concerns most American stuctents and the 
whole American people. 

Thus, wherever due process for students becomes 
an issue, the question must therefore be asked: "If 
students are ignorant of the concepts of civil rights 
and due process, how will they, as citizens, prevent 
our countr>' from becoming like those where people 
do not have these rights?"

Academic reform as well as cal- 
endar reform is; necessary under the 
quarter system, said Charles Ro- 
vetta, Dean of Business. "There 
would be a greater en:q)hasl son stu- 
dent participation in the learning 
process, and a new measure of class 
credit ind^ndent of the minutes 
spent In class would have to be de- 
vised." 

Rovetta, who has studied and taught 
under all three operational systetns 
(quarter, trimester and semester), 
prefers the quarter system. "It is 
the only system that provides for 
study periods that are uniform," he 
said. 

Rovetta believes that the system is 
the best alternative for both the fac- 
ulty and student. It provides equal 
class opportuniites and intensified 
study. 

Under the quarter, both faculty and 
students could choose a time to stay 
out of school either to worlc or va- 
cation, Rovetta said. Under either 
the semester or trimester, the fac- 
ulty can only leave during the sum- 
mer as do a majority of the students. 



However, under the quarter they 
could take a leave of absence at four 
different times during the year, as 
could the students, he continued. 

There would be a reasonable time 
for transfer either into or out of the 
system. Statistics show that 380 uni- 
versities are on the quarter s\ stem 
and less than 30 operate on the tri- 
mester. 

A major point against the quarter 
system was the extra registration 
and exam period. However, Rovetta 
pointed out that under the present 
trimester, the University has five 
periods for registration: one in Sep- 
tember, January and June and two 
during April for Ul-A andtrimester 
111. 

Rovetta said he believes it would 
not be productive but dlsn^tive to 
have Christmas divide a term radier 
than end a term.

Mr. John 1,. Maynes' irJere^tK^g 
critique of James Hunter's letter 
regarding the Vietnam War is an in- 
vitation to widen a debate which has 
so far received little notice at FSU. 
Since Mr. Haynes attacked Mr. Hun- 
ter not on the grounds of his belief, 
but on his logic. 1 would likewise 
like to point out the illogical and 
indeed unfaaual elements in Mr. 
Haynes's letter. 

I certainly agree, however, that the 
question of war in general is not rel- 
evant to Mr. Hunter's lener. Most 
people who arc against the Vietnam 
War are not pacifists, but do think 
that there are just and unjust wars. 
One miffia give an example of a 
just war wir fight to defeat Hitler 
In World War 11, while an example 
of an unjust war wouid be our fight 
to deny the majority of Vietnamese 
people the right to have the form 
of government they wish— but of 
course this is begging the question. 

As regards the Geneva agreement, 
Mr. Haynes Is right to point out that 
we did not sign the agreement— 
which was between France and the 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam— 
but he should have pointed out that the 
US Government's official represen- 
tative at the conference did pro- 
mise that we would "abide" by it. 
I would suggest to Mr. Haynes that 
this does put the US Government 
under some sort of "moral respon- 
sibility"- -which we have so far 
showed no signs of accepting, 
Mr. Haynes is most amusing of 
all, however, whf-r he jsks Mr. 



Hunter to realize how embarrassing 
it would be for die US to hold free 
elections in Vietnam because Ho 
Chi Minh. a communist, would win. 
How embarrassing imleed for the

Reports from the practice field say that the Seminole 
defense is much happier now that Fenner is not out there 
antagonizing them. 

Pete Roberts was kicking extra points and field goals 
for the Tribe Saturday in spite of a broken toe on his 
left, non-kicking foot. The Seminole place-kicker was 
injured in a dormitory accident early last week. 

He was not able to practice until Thursday and will 
probably be kept out most of this week. In spite of the 
injury. Roberts still managed to boot five points throi^h 
the uprights Saturday. 

The Seminoles have only three games remaining, but 
each is most important. The season record can be any- 
where from a 4-6 to a 7-3, depending on how the last 
three games go.

Bone Lectures 

On War Origins 

Dr. Robert C. Bone, professor 
of government, spoke on "The Ori- 
gin and Development of the War in 
Vietnam," yesterday afternoon In 
Moore Auditorium 

Introduced by Student Body Presi- 
dent Jim Groot, Bone elaborated on 
the history of the conflict. 

Among other points. Bone brought 
out that Communism is sustained in 
Viet Nam by force. He quoted Sec. 
of State Dean Rusk wlm said that 
"destruction of government is tlie 
goal of the Viet Cong. Over 2,290 
govenunoit officals and 26.146 ci- 
vilians were killed by tbe North 
Viet Nam forces." 

Bone said that religious, national- 
ist, and all other sects are antl- 
Communlst. Contrary to popular 
thou^t. Ho Chi Mlnh would not be 
chosen by die South Vlets provided 
with free dectlns since he was so 
badly discredited after his estali- 
llshment of a Communist police 
sute In the North, Bone continued. 



Sweden's historical King Gustav 
III will visit FSU In the State Opera 
Assoc. presentation of Verdi's "A 
Masked Ball" tonight and tomorrow 
nl^t at 8:15 pjn. In WMtcott Audi- 
torium. 

According to Rldiard Collins, dir- 
ector of the opera, Verdi is Italy's 
greatest opera composer. "A 
Masked Ball" represents the turning 
point in his style to a more serious 
approach. 

The play deals with Gustav III, 
historical king of Sweden, who Is In 
love with Amelia, tlie wife of his 
chief aide and most devoted servant, 
Coimt Johann. 

After seeking an herb designed to 
help overcome her love fortheltlng, 
Amelia Is surprised by her husband 
during a rei^ravous with Gustav. 

Johann, w1k> had come to warn the 
king of an assassination plot, joins 
the band of murderers as a means 
of revenge. 

An underhanded drawing of lots 
forces Amelia to accept thechoreof 
killing Gustav at a masked ball. 

As Gustav lies dying of a stab 
wound, he reveals his intentions of 
sending Johann and his wife out of 
the country to avoid the affair. 

The aide is immediately sorry and 
repents. 

TTie classic story of the triangle 
is enhanced by the idea of an ab- 
solute monarchy and liie true dev- 
otion of a servant. 

In the time of Verdi, "A Masked 
Ball" was received unsuccessfully 
by the censors who felt during the 
time of Italy's war for Independence 
from Austria, that the monarchy 
should not be dl^ayed in such a 
disapproving light. 



For this reason, Verdi was com- 
pelled to change his main character 
to the governor of colonial Boston, 
which had alreadv ended its fight 
for freedom. 

The State Opera Assoc. has res- 
tored the charaaer of the king to 
add more sense and depth to the 
feeling of loyalty, said Collins. 

Musically, "A Masked Ball" is 
passionate and earthy, dealing with 
the strong and intense feelings of 
love and revenge," said Collins. The 
score Is the high point of Verdi's 
career In whidi he turned to a heav- 
ier and more serious style. 

The use of the orchestra became an 
important feature of the cast. 
"The opera has all the ingredients

A woman with an only dau^iter 
and a man with no children would 
probably not have equal capacities 
for administering justice as jurors 
In such a case. Every person's 
background and experience will pre- 
judice him slightly on almost every 
subject. So we have 1 2 men and we 
try not to have them all prejudiced 
in the same direction. 
But is this done in a southern trial 
connected with racial problems? 
Evidently not. Are the juries even 
chosen with this end in mind? Evi- 
dently not! Negroes are excluded and 
white supremacists are admitted. To 
get a jury with balanced prejudices, 
you could have six white men and six 
Negro men — and for every white 
supremacist, a Black MuslimI But 
is this practical? No. A hung jury 
every time. So we try to keep ex- 
treme prejudice out and get a fair 
cross sectio" of background and ex- 
perience in those whom we choose. 

I Mssitaie to pick on the South on 
the racial issue. 1 know the problem 
exists nationwide and even world- 
wi^~and in some respect, it may 
even be worse In the North. But 



the problem of unequal justice is 
most acute in the South, and it is 
more serious than most other ra- 
cial problems. Something Is going 
to have to be done to help correct 
this problem. 

It may help to put crimes oon- 
ne«ed with civil rlgjits under fed- 
eral jurisdiction. It would certainly 
help If every citizen on a jur> were 
to put the ideal of equal justice for 
all under the law far above his per- 
sonal prejudices and ix>t use the 
courts as a tool.

Results Say No 
To Age Change 

Sen. Joe Hartley and his special 
Senate committee rep^irted to Sen- 
ate Wednesday the results )f a 
poll if 800 students on lowering 
the voting age in Florida to 18 
years of age. 

There were 567 students opposed 
to lowering the age to 18 and 225 
in fav ir <4 it. The percentage a- 
gainst was 71.5 percent >f the stu- 
dents polled. 
Dr. Sielski was chairman of the 
interviewing classes which person- 
ally contacted students form ail 
phases of campus life. 
On the basis of the sjclal wel- 
fare class. Hartley's committee re- 
comended that tlie Student Senate 
not endorse the recommendation 
to lower the voting %e in Florida 
to 13. Senate confirmed the com- 
mittee's request in action tak«i 
Wednesday. 

Asked whether a person of 18 
years of age felt qualified to vote. 
355 students polled answered yes 
and 432, no. Hartley reported. 
Of those polled. 569 were Florida 
residents and 236 were not. Sixty- 
three of the non-residents were 
from states already having a vot- 
ing age of 18. 

Students over 21 composed 394 
of those polled and 403 were under 
21. 

Those questioned were divided by 
sex— female, 383 and male. 414. 

Questioned whether they had serv- 
ed in the military, 111 said yes and 
686, no. "This may have had some 
effect on the answers, but I am not 
sure," said Hartley.

FSU*s football team destined itself to mediocrity 
Saturday when it allowed itself to be pushed around by 
North Carolina State. And if you don't think State did 
much pushing, ask Ed Pritchett. The senior signal 
caller was dumped for 67 yards in losses. 

The Seminoles have been the most inconsistent and 
unpredictable team of the year. .After an exciting of- 
fensive showing last week, they turned around and sput- 
tered like an old Model T against the Wol^ck. 

We don't claim to have the answers and we doubt that 
the coaching staff knows (this could be the root of the 
Seminoles* problems), but there are a few imposing 
thoughts and questions. 

About the only consistency the Seminoles have shown 

is to win at home. Even a couple of those victorieshave 
left the fans wondering if they really did see the Tribe 
win, or if it was just some electrical accident that 
showed the FSU score to be more than its opponents. 

With the exception of the Kentucky game, the Sem- 
inoles have not looked ready to meet a foe on foreign 
soil. It almost appears they want to be the "polite 
guests" and give thehomefolks a treat. 

We don't believe tliat the Tribe has ever gone into 
a game thinking it was going to lose.lmt it is quite evi- 
dent it hasn't entered many of its road contests in the 
right frame of mind to win. 

Each of the Seminoles' losses has been accompanied 
with the rationalization that the Tribe "hasn't been able 
to come up with the 'big play.' " This was fine earlier 
in the season, but it's getting a little old now. 

The ninth game of the year is coming up this week, 
and if the Tribe hasn't pulled together yet, when does 
it plan to? And even more important, why hasn't it? 
Are the Seminoles playing on luck? 

Another question that comes to mind is why does 
the Tribe pick up so many clipping and roughir^ pen- 
alties? At the start of the season this was excusable, 
due to overanxiousness and greenness, but bynowthese 
penalties should be a thing of the past. 

Throughout the season Peterson has been saying the 
Tribe hasn't been daring enough, and with the exception 
of a few incidents, this has certainly been the case.

With this consideration out of the way, could it be 
possible for the student body president to be deficient 
in any other qualifications for membership? 

Here lies the problem with both groups. 

Because the final criterion for membership is not 
really based on how well a person is qualified, but 
rather on how well he is known by the present member- 
ship, these organizations can turn into cliquish groups 
with definite political overtones. 

While the members of the honoraries might deny 
this by pointing out that members of both political 
parties, and even Groot suf^rters, were tapped, this 
does not negate the fact that the student body president— 
usually the best known student leader--\vas passed over. 

To keep out all opposition leaders would be obvious 
discrimination and would surely bring down the wrath 
of Westcott on the honoraries. Therefore, the leaders 
of ODK and Gold Key can piously point to the Groot 
supporters amot^ the members and claim that no 
hank\- panky is going on. 

Can the students of FSU be expected to accept this 
piety when they know that their president has the grades 
and the leadership qualifications, and that the limitation 
on the number tapped was not a factor? 

Can the students be expected to accept this piety 
^»*en they know that Groot alienated many of the 
honoraries' members with his upset election last 
spring? 

The men that were tapped into the honoraries, of 
course, deserve the honor. There is no reason to 
debate their selection. What can be questioned, how- 
ever, is the omission of equally-qualified students — 
most notably Groot, but there are others. 

Too, there is this consideration: can the men tapped 
feel really honored when they realize that members 
may be chosen on political grounds in lieu of service 
and leadership qualifications? 

Such political fooling around is not only a disservice 
to the students omitted, but calls into question the value 
of ODK and Gold Key membership. If this practice 
continues, it may result in the eventual degeneration 
and collapse of student- run honoraries on campus.

Having presented both sides of the 
trimester argument, the "Flam- 
beau" has come up with the follow- 
ing results: 

The ad hoc committee on year- 
round operation set up by the Uni- 
versity Presidents' Council com- 
piled two tables which it said ex- 
pressed the disadvantages and ad- 
vantages of several calendars. 

The perfect calendar, according to 
the committee, seems to be a 16- 
week semester plan with an eight- 
week summer session. However, the 
Florida Legislature defined >ear- 
round operation as consisting of 42 
weeks and no less than 210 dass 
da\ s. 

Therefore, the committee devel- 
oped the 17-week plan which was 
presented to the University Presi- 



dents' Council. The committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that the trimes- 
ter system Is the worst possible 
calendar with the exception of having 
a summer term relatively equal to 
the other terms. 

Under the quarter system, faculty 
members would be unable to attend 
national meetings in January. 7Tie 
major fault with the system, how- 
ever, Is that It provides no term 
for public school teachers. 

The committee prepared a table 
comparing total classroom days with 
the productive study days. The total 
days Include the actual days sched^ 
uled, allowing for Thanks^vlng 
Thursday, Good Friday, July 4 and 
sdieduled recess periods. 

The productive study days provide 
an estimate of the time available 
to a serious student. This indudes 
all days from the first day of dasses 
tbrougli three-feurths of tbe exami- 



nation period, counting recess 
ods as half-study and haU-va. 
periods. 

Finally, the chart shows the - 
mated average credit. Acconi 
statistics, It takes 31 credit ^- 
per year to provide the 124 h- 
usually required forgraduatlo"' 
Chan shows that both the tri--- 
an.: quarter faU to meet thes^ 
quirements. 

According to a report recei 
from President Champion'sc.': 
the past three years have pro 
more graduates than the prec 
Ave- year period under rhe seirt 
system. 

In summary, there seem to be 
basic problems: (1) what is the 
nition of year-round operatior 
It necessary to plan a ealenc 
provlde for public school teic 
and (3) how productive Is the 
mer term?

The third !nterpretatlon--the 'High 
Noon' view of world poIltics--could- 
n't be Improved upon by the ad- 
men of the Pedemales. The tall. 
Silent Ranger, wearing a white Stet- 
son, confronts the swarthy force of 
evlL wearing a black hat. This 
latter creature makes the fatal mis- 
take of attempting to meet the gaze 
of his enemy; and in that count- 
enance he perceives such deter- 
mination, courage, honor, and no- 
bility that his stunted conscience 
collapses under the weight. He drops 
his glance; he stuffs his shootln'- 
iron back In the holster, clambers 
cursing onto his horse, and dis- 
appears from the scene. Maybe 
he becomes a chicken farmer in 
Outer Mongolia; but he never turns 
to crime again. For us, consequent- 
ly, now is no time for shaky hands 
or quavering Hps; and you women 
folk quit your chattering in the back 
ground. This is die show-down. 

All of these views rest on the 
same fallacy; that of construing 
the war in Vietnam as a conflict 
of essential natures or characters. 
Yet surely a test is not a test of 
essential natures (or of intrinsic 
resources) unless the parties con- 
cerned decide to do dielr utmost 
in the strugg^. 

And presumably irtiat is at issue 
in debates over our Vietnam policy 
is precisely the extent xo wfaidi 
the situation merits a decision to 
mobilize even any of our resources. 
Being a fundamental test presn^ 
poses a decision to mobilize all 
resources necessary for victory. 
Thus to call the situaton a funda- 
mental test is not to describe a 
matter of fact, but rather to re- 
commend the unlindted mobilization 
of our resources; and what parades 
as a term of objective analysis is 
really a concept deqily laden widi 
partisan content. 

My partisanship, and the direction 
It takes, I trust is apparent; that 
is the way they should be — iwt 
skulking along beneath .deceptive 
terminology.

"The tortures of hell, therefore, 
are those of the spirit and con- 
science, not of a particular place.

AG Reports On Court Revisions 



A preliminary report from the At- 
torney General's Office on the draft 
of a revision of the judicial system 
to be submitted to the Student Senate 
was discussed at the Cabinet meeting 
yesterday afternoon. 

Ron Goller, asst. to the attorney 
general, presented the repon on the 
proposed changes. Cabinet members 
questioned him and made recom- 
mendations to change the draft. 

"The report is fine, but it doesn't 
guarantee the rights you have as a 
citizen," said Ctady acelton, secof 
the Union. 

"You may have difficulty getting it 
through the Honor Court," saidGol- 
ler. Other Cabinet members re- 
minded him that it will go before 
Senate. 

"I know you could get it passed 
on arcferendum." said George Beal. 
sec. of communicadons. Other 



members agreea, saying that the 
students are violendy cqiposedtodie 
present court syst«n. 

"I am concerned not only with Stu- 
dent rights, but also want Student 
Government to continue. The court 
system is one of the weakest links 
In Student Government," said Jim 
Groot, president of the Student body. 

The main point of objection to the 
present court system centered 
around action taken against students 
who falsified ID's for football games. 

By general consensus, the Cabinet 
suggested that the Attorney Gen- 
eral's Office revise the proposed 
changes to include some provisions 
to guarantee student rights. 

Seal reported that 1,795 boxes of 
Christmas candy for US servicemen 
in Vietnam have been sold. Student 
Government hopes to sell 2,000 
boxes by asking die civic clubs of 
Tallahassee to buy boxes. Beal said.

Fair Play 



In the past, colleges and universities have denied 
students many of the civil rights, justifying this denial 
by the doctrine of "in loco parentis." 

Simply stated, this phrase means that the college 
considers its relation to the student as one of a parent 
to a child: that it stands in the place of parents. 

This idea, while fraught with inconsistencies such as 
the fact that the colleges do not accept the full res- 
ponsibilities of parents, and the absurd position the 
student is placed in by having to pay for this, still en- 
dures. 

Perhaps the worst aspect of this is its use as a ra- 
tionale for depriving students of due process of law in 
disciplinary proceedii^s. 

For years the courts siqyported the colleges in doing 
this. 

Recently, however, it seems that the trend is being 
reversed. 

In 1961. a court of appeals found in favor of students 
protesting the arbitrary action of a college administra- 
tion of an Alabama state school. 

In the decision, Jucfee Rives said that a state "cannot 
condition the granting of even a privilege upon the re- 
nunciation of the constitutional right to procedural due 
process." 

Many students of the law believe that in the future 
the courts will be even stricter in insisting on due pro- 
cess for students, and that they will even cease making 
the distinction between public and private colleges in 
cases of this nature. 

V^'e hope so. 

Unfortunately, this does not mean that the concept of 
"in loco parentis" will be completely renounced. 

However, a? an fminent Ameriran student of law 
once said, "An institution which professes to prepare 
youth for life in a democracy might wisely give them 
an example of fair play when it is condactli^ its own 
affairs."

Perhaps because Marshall Lin 
Plao's speech concerning the Chin- 
ese Communist proposal for world 
conquest, with Vietnam as a proving 
and testing ground, is so absurdly 
true that sociologists tend to forget 



some other very important absurd 
truisms. Hitler, for example, stated 
his doctrine of the master race and 
European-world conquest as an ab- 
surdity which many unfortunately, as 
now, would like to consider uittrue. 
Just as Poland mi^t be seen as the 
lead domino, so Is Vietnam. Far 
better to keep the domino from fal- 
ling than to try and stop the remain- 
der of pieces from falling. Wouldn't 
it be so nice if we had to fi^t the 
Chinese on our own borders? 
Maybe this whole tetter will be too 
long to print and someone will re- 
move some of the phrases and quote 
out of context. After all. if "80 
percent of the war casualties in one 
hospital were civilians." as Dr. Ed- 
monds says Is a \erlfled fact, how 
were these people At uDdeJ. b\ whom 
were they wounded, was there any 
amount of non-war casualties such 
as dyseniary , malaria, malnutrition, 
or other forms of human distress? 

Were there an> devoted .Americans 
helping these poor people?

Whethe-- they are right jr wroi^ 
In their pinion, the trend among 
them toward reluctance t ward en- 
tering military service is a related 
but separated question. We all have 
a right t have ur .pinion and, in 
this c untrT at least, to even ex- 
press tha- ; ;i.

Day said that many st u d ent s and 
faculty members have confiised two 
organlzadons on campue— die in- 
dent Entertainment Series and die 
FSU Artist Series. 

The FSU Artist Series is entirely 
divorced from the Student Enter- 
tainment Series in its presentations 
on campus, he said. Popular groups 
are brought to FSU under the aus- 
pices of the SES, he continued, 
whereas the more cultural events 
fall under the supervision of the 
artist series. 

The new Idea of a $1 deposit 
has also caused confusion, Day said. 
Students may attend the artist series 
free of charge, theoretically. To 
insure occupancy of a seat at the 
performance and use of the Ucket. 
Day added, the deposit wss started 
this year. 

A ticket may be purchased at the 
Union Ticket Office for %\. used 
at tlie performance and turned in for 
a refund at an announced time and 
place following the program. The 
procedure was estaUished to dis- 
courage only half an audience low- 
ing up at a sellout event.

Chan;q)ion did say that personally he felt that the 
Faculty Senate (a body of elected representatives with 
the same kind of discussive function and analogous 
legal position as Student Senate), should be kept private 
because it was similar to his Administrative Council

The Senate itself didn't even bother to offer an ex~ 
planation why students should not hear what was going 
on; it just roared "no." 

If students didn't care before, they ought to have an 
insatiable curiousity at this point atoaat exactly what 
the Faculty Senate members do at their Senate meetings. 

Do they get together behind closed doors and black- 
ball certain overly-ambitious students and see that they 
never graduate? 

Do they huddle together in various committees to 
find ways to make their lectures more abstruse? 

Or do they hold black magic ceremonies in symbolic 
black and red robes, burning purified IBM cards on a 
golden Univac altar? 

After Wednesday's reception, one really begins to 
wonder. 

The "Flambeau" and the rest of the student body, 
would like to know, faculty senators. Just n^t do you 
need to hide?

record of trial procedure. Some of 
these elements were adapted to fit 
a studou judicial system but are. 



nevertheless, diMlnctly present and 
distinctly effective in assuring due 

process. 

Only last spring the move was 
starred which Injected similar pro- 
cedures into the unparalleled Uni- 
versity Appeals Committee. Soon the 
old Administrative Disciplinary 
Committee was replaced by the Uni- 
versity Comminee on Student Con- 
duct, once again following the pro- 
cedural pattern set by the Honor 
Coun. 

Not only do these committees guar- 
antee a student due process, biRtliey 
also involve Saidmts in Admtelstra- 
tive decision makiqg. since students 
are included hi the raeraber^dp of 
both committees. 

The lower student courts (Judi- 
ciary, House Council, etc.) do not 
have all the precautions of the Honor 
Court and administrative commit- 
tees. But imagine a four hour trial

Sixteen seniors will play In their 
last home game tomorrow night 
as the Tribe tacldes the Cougars 
of Houston, Tex., in Campbell

All 16 will be honorary captains 
in the final game at home. Ten of 
the seniors have spent all five 
years at FSU, Including their fresh- 
man, redshlrr and finaldiree years 
on the varsity squad. 
The seniors would like a victory 
over the Cougars, a team wfaidi 
the Seminoles have yet to beat. 
"These 16 have all contributed 
a great deal," said Head Coach 
Bill Peterson. 

"Among them are some of the 
finest football players we^ve ever 
had; among them are some boys 
who have had a lot of disappoint- 
ments and problems, and have stuck 
It out. Tbey are the boys to be 
proud of." he continued. 
Both the Tribe and the Cougars 
have something at stake for this 
game. 

A Tribe victory will eliminate the 
chance for a losing and protect an 
11 -game winning streak. 
Houston's stake in the game mav 
be I arger. fhe Cougars haven't won 
on the road since they defeated FSU 
here in 1962. Also, the Bluebonnet 
Bowl ;? re;-oned to be Interested 
in the fast-finishing Collars if they 
defeat the Seminoles aodoomehome 
with a 5-5 record. 

At a glance, the Tribe may seem 
to have a distinct advantage going 
Into the game Saturday night.

According to Section B of Article IV of the 
Constitution of the Florida State University — 

:.'s right, the Student Body Constitution isn't 
■.:x only one at this University — the Faculty 
Senate has been designated . . the basic 
legislative bociy of the University." 
"It shall formulate measures for the mainte- 
■ance of a comprehensive educational policy and 
the maximum utilization of the intellectual 
: - jur • s of the University. 

"It shall determine and define University-wide 
policies on academic matters, including General 
Education policy, admission, grading standards 
and the requirements within which the several 
undergraduate degrees may be granted." 

In addition to these stated areas of juris- 

ction. the Faculty Senate plavs a large part in 
maintaining or changing student social andextra- 
curricular regulations. 

For exanq>le, last year a Senate committee was 
set up to study the state of undergraduate regu- 
'.ations at FSU. This committee then presented 
ommendations to Dean of Students Harry Day 
and directed him to report back to the Senate 
this term with an explanation of the changes in 
rules. 

Day complied with the request and instituted 
several important rule changes, particularly for 

underprraduate women. These charges are pop- 
ularly attributed to a change in the attitude of the 
administration. The change in attitude, to a very 
great degree, came about because of faculty 
"interest" in the problem. 

Significantly, the report also revealed a strong 
feeling of student unrest and discontent over 

"-ergraduate regulations that could lead to a 

Jation comparable to that of Berkeley. 

The only way that the faculty determined this 
attitude was by making a special effort at student- 
acuity communication. Had the avenues of com- 
■nunication been open as a matter of course be- 
tween the Faculty Senate and the students, student 
"iiscontent probably would not have been as great 
as the committee, at the last moment, discovered. 

This communication, then, is the reason for the 

'•am!)eau's" crusade and sit-in action at the 
ulty Senate meeting. We believe that it is of 

• utmost importance for the good oftheUniver- 
s'ty that the two most important groups— the 
^^fulty and students— always know what each 
*her is doing and why.

"The only objection to allowing 
student reporters In Faculty Soi-

With Chalmers at the Union Pro- 
gram Council Faculty-Student Re- 
lations Committee-sponsored event 
were Dr. Stephen Winters, dean of 
the Division of Basic Studies, and 
Dr. Wayne Minnick, representative 
of the Faculty Senate Steering Com- 
mittee.

Minnick said the three pandists 
were giving their own opinions on 
the matter and not an offldal Sen- 
ate position.

the committee. 

The next forum discussion will be 
with Dean of Women. Kathervn War- 
ren, Thursday Dec. 2. 
Day expressed no objection to the 
presence of students in Faculty 
Senate meetings. Student reporters 
had once before been admitted to 
cover a report made b'. [;a;, at a 
Faculty Senate mee:;ng, bL: were 
asked to leave after the repon was 
made. 

Day commenced that the reporters 
were asked to leave Wednesday's 
rneetlng because the Senate had some 
"dirty laundry to air out" and in 
general, the faculty senators could 
be freer to discuss their affairs 
If tbe students were not present. 

On the question of student regu- 
lations, especially those penalizing 
a student participation in mass dem- 
onstrations, Day commented that the 
threat of property damage and the 
reaponsibility that thesdioolhasfor 
the condua of students are die major 
reasons for the rule. 

Day said that the difficulty In ad- 



justing regulations appropriate for a 
student body with such a wide range 
of age and maturity, contributed to 
the recent friction caused by stu- 
dent regulations especially for 
women students. 

The question of the actual degree 
of Student Government sovereignty 
was asked. Day said he was not 
convinced that SG Is "Mickey 
.Mouse" because he sees the Im- 
pact of SG Influence on Udvovlty 
policy. 

In a discussion on the parking 
space problem. Day said that sev- 
eral ideas for a parking solution 
have been suggested, but a feasible 
solution remains to be found. 

Two of the ideas came for a sol- 
ution were the busing of students 
to the campus from Campbell Sta- 
dium wtere they would paiic their 
cars, and the building of a pariclng 
garage with each parking space 
costing about 11,200. 

Also discussed was the fact that 
texdwok prices were manufacturer 
list retail prices and that teacher 
discounts on texdxwks were "fringe 
benefits" to the underpaid teachers.

Under terms of the grants, the 
space must be used only for grad- 
uate Instruction and research. A 
State appropriation provides the re- 
mainder of die funds needed for the 
building. 
Altogedwr die State will put 
$2,750,000 into the total cost, in- 
cluding ardiltect*s fees, contin- 
gency and e^i^ment. This provides 
a total of $4,334,529 for the oom- 
pleud buildli^. 
IMt one wlU face eastward. The 
basement will have diemlstry ^ps.

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Seminole Scorecard

Each year for the past five years the Exchange Club of West St. Pet- 
ersburg has awarded the winner of the FSU-U of F game the Makala 
Trophy and acheck for $500. 

For the past year, the trophy has resided In Loi«inlre, as a result of 
last fall's 16-7 Seminole win. It is the first time FSU has had the award 
for a full year. In 1961, the Semlnoles had possession for six months 
after they tied the Gators 3-3. 

The trophy itself is a wooden carving of an Indian and an alligator in 
combat, thought to be hewn between 1725 and 1810. 

The following is taken from the "Le|^nd of Makala." 

"It is said that these figures were discovered near the Shawano Indian 
Reservation a number of years ago by a hunting party. They were being 
used as n>ys by the grandsons of the tribe's patriarch. 

"Interested In die relics, die hunters attempted to corroborate their 
appuent history from the patriardial elder. He informed the party that 
the figures had been handed down through maternal lineage for more than 
a hundred seasons (50 years ). 

'"^y S'""^" '° patriarch in his 

chUdbood. but not by his fadier. A cousin from another clan exchanged 
them for food in a perlodof famine. This relative told him that his grand- 
father had found the figures while foraging in the Big Cypress Swamp in 
the area of Jerome, Fla. They were said to have been contained in a 
nldie of phosphoric rock elevation. 

"Realizing that this rock formation was not indigenous to :he Rii; Cy- 
press, the ancients attributed great spiritual import to the d:scc .erles 
and they were treasured for many years prior to the great famine. 

In concurring with the spiritual signlglcance of the find, the old 
patriarch opined that the primitive carvings of the human combatant 
were a reproduction of a deity of the Calusa nation. These peoide were 
one of the precursors of the subsequent Seminole nation. 

"According to the legend, Makala lived among the Calusa tribesmen 
for many tides. He vigorously defended the nation with an ability not of 
this world, hence he was believed to possess divine powers. 

"These powers have been augmented by the tales that speak of Makala's 
defeat at the jaws of a vicious pack of alligators and his j^jpearance, 
many years later, apparenUy unscathed from this st^er-combat. 

"WheiS'r or not this artifact is truly the legendary carving of Makala 
or if the Calusas maintained a sacrificial try si at the lock deposit or 
even why the Calusas selected die mysterious intenneu site. Is purely 
a matter of conjecture. 

"What Is Important, is die faa that these figures, out of a dark and 
mysterious past, will become a symbol of strengdi to two Instltudons of 
higher learning In their constant effort to excel In adiletlc conmetence 
As this trophy is passed bade and Ibrdi dirougfa die years to die vic- 
tor In the field of physical competition, may It ever serve as a reminder 
of die resurgence of die aptxlt of Makala after defeat— and die 
ever-present threat of Us formidable adversary."

No one should have been surprised, it was almost 

bound to happen. It was almost as if the Fates had 
planned it that way. FSU's football season had been 
one big fnistration after another, so why shouldn't it 
end with the bluest frustration of all — losing to the 
U of F after leading with 2:10 left in the game? 

Both teams played magnificent ball, and no one 
should be ashamed of their performances. The Sem- 
inole offense put on its most determined bid of the 
year in the second half rallying from a 3-16 deficit 
to a 17-16 lead against a defense that held them to 
four yards rushing in the first half. 

Gator quarterback Steve Spurrier and end Charlie 
Casey were not to be denied, however, and in 58 
seconds they had moved the Gators back to the front 
in one of tiie coolest and swiftest drives in football 
this year. 

There was no panic, and despite the valiant efforts 
by the Seven Magnificents to dump the Gator quarter- 
iMick, he calmly pitched four times to his ail-American 
receiver, Casey, from behind a solid wall of blockers. 

Last year it was said that Steve Tensi could have 
worn a tuxedo to the game, his protection was so 
great. This year Spurrier could have worn the formal 
outfit, especially on that last drive. 

Many people wondered throughout the season how 
long the defense would be able to hang on and be 
tough when the offense was just barely keeping the 
Tribe ahead, if they were in the lead at all. 

The answer came Saturday, until 2:10seconds were 
left in the year. 

FSU's pass defense had been porous all year. 
After the game FSU Coach Bill Peterson said, "The 
same thin^ happened to us against Kentucky. It's my 
fault. I should be able to come up with something to 
keep the other team from scoring when we have the 
game won." 

We heartily agree. , 

Seminole quarterback Ed Pritchett, who had been 
under a lot of criticism all year about his ability to 
get the Tribe into the end zone, was outstanding in 
his last appearance in the Garnet and Gold. 

Again, however, he was plagued by receivers drop- 
ping passes. That was what stalled FSU*s first half 
drives. During the final scoring march, however, he 
was brilliant, climaxing the drive by the "biggest thrill" 
of his career when he hit Jerry Jones in the end zone. 

As one Gator fan said after the game, "FSU deserved 
more."

Third float- Union fell to a band of 
cuttluoats who demanded tribute to 
their "wordiy cause," the Can^us 
Chest drive, in a brilliantly executed 
coi^ late yesterday afternoon. 
Swarming the balls, the gangposted 
evidence of its surprise take-over: 
"Campus Chest Revolutionary 
Council announces the new Campus 
Chest People's Republic of FSU 
under the leadership of the supreme 
leader of all donations (L.O..\.D.) — 
the fearless David Domenic 
Giordano. 

"The old order is overthirown: the 
evil Student Government Is now In 
custody. .■Ul citizens of the new 
republic are required to pay tribute 
of $.25 to the new regime. 
"Long Live The Revolutionlll" 
Com.manded by "Fearless Dave 
Giordano," the group forced its 
way Into Student Government offices, 
cutting off exits and all possible 
means of escape from the masked 
marauders. 

Next the armed bandits took over 
the publications section of the Union, 
forcing "Flambeau" staff members 
to carr^ out the pre-planned orders 
of printing the executive directive 
issued b\ the leaders of the mo: , 

Under threat of penalties worFt 
than death, the workers of the thir 
floor continued their normal pro- 
cedures only after giving up all cash 
which they possessed to the "fund" 
; r worthy organizations. 

Grand Chairman of the People's 
Revolutionary Council, Co-Chair- 
man of the Vanguard of the Stu- 
dent Body and Number One Leader 
John French proclaimed four ex- 
ecutive orders: 

"1) Women's rules are hereby 
abolished. 

"2) Student Government is hereby 
abolished. 

"3) Two national holidays to be 
observed religiously are Nov. 29, 
the day of the revolmion. andMarch 
16, Frendi's birthday. 

"4) Canqnis Chest shall be known 
as the sole, single party, gowra- 
ment and (most important) treasury 
of FSU." 

Giordano declared that the goal 
of the raiders is "to coUect $2,500 
during the week, stqjposedly for 
worthy organizations whldi contri- 
bute to students, faculty and sur- 
roundings of FSUI.e..a(community) 
Campus Chest." 

Students will be relieved of their 
money in the dorms, sororities, 
fraternities, stpervised housing and 
various places around campus such 
as the Sweet Shop and Union, said 
Giordano. They may give up the cash 
voluntarily or wait to be dis- 
possessed by ambushers. he said. 

As the paper went to bed, the 
raiders were abandoning the Union, 
French having relinquished his post 
to Jim Groot, former student body 
president, on the grounds that Groot 
would help Canpus Chest inevttry 
way possible. 

FSU President John Champion was 
contacted during the afternoon for 
ransom money, .\fter Champion 
agreed to write out a blank check 
for the return of the Union to its 
rightful owners, the gang retreated, 
much to the relief of the SG officials, 
who termed the short regime "over- 
whelming" and "terrible." 

A word of warning was uttered by 
Giordano as he fled the building: 
"The plunderers will attack at will 
during the week for more Campus 
Ctest booty."

Black-shirted storm troopers blasted Campus Chest 

1965 into FSU's history yesterday afternoon with the 
dramatic takeover of student activities in the Univer- 
sity Union. 

Student Government was abolished. The "Flambeau" 

was under rebel political control (which some stu- 
dents would contend is nothing new). Students barely 
escaped with their lives after being forced to ransom 
themselves by contributing to Campus Chest. 

Among the backers of the take-over, the feeling 
was that it will take a revolution to awaken the stu- 
dents to the fact that there is a Campus Chest, and 
that it must have the support of the student body. 

As much as the "Flambeau" deplores violence — 
especially when we are the object of the violence — 
we can sympathize with the angry youi^ -men of 
the revolution. 

Over the past several years Campus Chest has 
been one of the quietest of FSU's many projects. 
Such quietude, we must surmise, bred frustration 
in the Campus Chest leaders This frustration then 
gave birth to revolution. 

In the best tradition of contemporary revolutions, 
it is a people's revolution. It is one that can and 
should spread its spirit from the leaders to the 
citizens, in this case the members of the FSU 
community. 

This spirit, the revolutionaries hope, will create 
within the community a desire to give (to Campus 
Chest) by the people and for the peole. 

Giving to the Campus Chest will not benefit a 
clique of student bureaucrats but will assure the 
continuance of worthwhile campus and off-campus 
services and enable Student Government officials to 
meet new student needs. 

One of the continuing functions of the Campus 
Chest is participation in the Foster Parent Plan. 
Money collected by student donations is usi ri to support 
a Korean War orphan through this program. 

Heading the list of new projects, said Joe Tellone, 
sec. of internal affairs and revolution master-mind, 
is a plan to buy study lamps for the scholarship houses. 

These are only two ways that Can^s Chest can 
effectively function, but only if it gets full student 
support.

Big Things For Cagers 

This could be THE year for FSU's cagers. 

After watching the two pre-season intra-squadgames 
last week, this was the most obvious conclusion. 

The Seminoles boast talent, height, desire ami depth 
in more quantity than in any previous year. 

Spearheading the Tribe attack will be 6-7 forward 
Gary Schull. The senior from Pompano Beach has 
looked more aggressive than ever in practice and he 
is expected to carry the leadership banner for the team. 

Bill Phillips, 6-8, will get the nod at center. During 
last week's Garnet and Gold contest. Pliillips hit 89 
percent of his shots and picked off five rebounds. 

Five other returning lettermen and a large corps of 
talented sophomores will battle for the other starting 
spots. 

Coach Bud Kennedy- has tapped Jim Lyttle and 
Barrel Stewart from last year's freshmen as "probable 
starters" at the guard slots. 

"They're looking tough," Kennedy said in reference 
to the team's pre-season workouts.

The FSU cross-country team gained a revenge 
over rival Miami by smashing the Hurricane harriers 
28-48 for the Florida Intercollegiate Cross-Country 
Championship Saturday at Gainesville. 

The victory over Miami was es- 
peciall . sweet to the Seminole run- 
ners, whose 11-meet winstteakwas 
shattered by the Hurricanes two 
weeks ago In Miami. 
Torr Graham for the Seminoles 
turned over the winning time with a 
20:18.8 (a track record) for the41.1 
mile course. BUH Nelson was third 
for the Seminole harriers. 
In a freshman meet staged before 
the varsity meet. Tribe nnmer Mar- 
cus Williamson, who had driwn 
from Georgia for the event, 
collapsed 40 yards from the finish 
while in die lead. He crawled to 
the finish line, ending up fourth. 
Harrier Coach Dick Roberts at- 
tributed the varsity's success to 
Williamson's plight. 
"His collapse gave our runners 
added Incentive. You could see the 
fire In their eyes; they wanted to win 
so badly," said Roberts. 
The U of F ended up third and the 
University of South Florida came 
in fourth in the meet.
